The parish of six townships - Cannock, Cannockwood, Great Wyrley, Hednesford, 
Huntington and Leacroft - and comprised two simple constablewicks {Great Wyrley) and 
{Huntington} and one compound constablewick {Cannock incl. Cannock, Cannockwood, 
Hednesford and Leacroft]} 


three constablewicks: Cannock (comprised of Cannock, Cannockwood, Hednesford and Leacroft), 
Great Wyrley and Huntington.

CANNOCK (St. Luke), a parish, in the union of Penkridge, E. division of the hundred of Cuttlestone, 
S. division of the county of Stafford, 8 miles (N. by W.) from Walsall; containing, with the townships 
of Cannock-Wood, Hednesford cum Leacroft, Huntington, and Great Wyrley, 2852 inhabitants, of 
whom 1125 are in the township of Cannock. This place was a forest or chace belonging to the 
Mercian kings, and is supposed to have derived its name from Canute, the first Danish king of 
England. The parish is situated on the road between Walsall and Stafford, and comprises by 
computation 20,000 acres, about half of which is still uninclosed on Cannock Chace, a heath about 
12 miles long, and from 3 to 5 wide. Of the tithable lands, 4497 acres are arable, 1830 meadow and 
pasture, 668 wood, and 2993 common: in Cannock township are 1510a. 3r. 26p. There are collieries 
at Wyrley, ChurchBridge, and other places, in some of which is found a peculiar description of 
ironstone, called Cannock stone, which oxygenates so rapidly as to be capable of much useful 
application; and a fine white gravel is found, excellently adapted to ornamental walks. The 
Liverpool and Birmingham railway passes through Penkridge, about four miles from the village of 
Cannock; and a canal has been cut at a great expense, by the Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
Canal Company, from ChurchBridge, to meet the canal at Galey, three miles off. The village is 
supplied with water by means of a conduit, and leaden pipes from Leacroft, about a mile distant, 
constructed by Bishop Hough. There is a manufactory for edge-tools at Wedges-Mill, which affords 
employment to about 100 persons; the coal used is from the immediate neighbourhood. A market 
was formerly held on Tuesday, but is discontinued; fairs, however, are held on May 8th, August 
24th, and October 18th, principally for cattle and sheep. The living is a perpetual curacy, in the 
patronage of the Dean and Chapter of Lichfield, and has a net income of £144: the tithes have been 
commuted for £1217. 6.; a good glebe-house was built in 1842, and attached to it is half an acre of 
glebe land. The church is a very ancient edifice of stone, in the early English style, with a square 
tower. The parish is remarkable as having been the first curacy held by the famous Dr. Sacheverell. 
At Wyrley is a living in the gift of the Incumbent of Cannock. There are places of worship for 


Independents and Wesleyans. A school founded by John Wood was, in 1727, enfeoffed by Thos. 
Wood with land, the income of which is £8 per annum; and John Biddulph, Esq., gave a meadow for 
the use of the master. In 1725, Mrs. M. Chapman bequeathed a small sum for education; the 
endowment altogether produces about £20 per annum, with a house and two acres of land. A 
national school was endowed by Mrs. Walhouse (mother of Lord Hatherton), who died in 1843. 
Castle Ring, situated on the summit of Castle Hill, near Beaudesert Park, the seat of the Marquess 
of Anglesey, part of which is in the township of Cannock, is supposed to have been a British 
encampment: it is nearly a circular area of eight or ten acres, surrounded by a double trench 
occupying three or four acres more; and near it are the remains of a moat inclosing an oblong of 
about three acres, named the Old Nunnery, where a Cistercian abbey was founded in the reign of 
Stephen, which was shortly after removed to Stoneleigh, in Warwickshire. A similar inclosure at a 
small distance is called the Moat Bank. At Leacroft was formerly a mineral spring of great repute.

Newton, christened on 21 Mar 1602.3 at Weston-upon-Trent, was a son of Francis Newton of 
Weston-upon-Trent c1570-1612 and Catherine. He studied at Oxford where on 19 Oct 1621 he was 
a commoner at Merton College and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 4 Nov 1622 (M.A., 
6 Jul 1625). He was presumably ordained deacon and priest before 1638 when he was probably in 


office as parochial curate of Cannock. Here about 1638 he was styled "Sampson Newton of Canck - 
minister of the gospel", when he testified to the honest life and conversation of a local preacher 
Humphrey Vincent ?1595-.... From 5 Feb 1643.4 he may have continued here as compliant minister. 
On 1 Oct 1646 the Committee for plundered ministers appointed him compliant minister of Chebsey 
vicarage and granted him an augmentation of £40 to his annual salary of £50 or £60. However he 
did not obtain possession until after 16 Jan 1646.7 when the Committee of parliament for 
Staffordshire was "to assist Mr Newton to take possession ...". Apparently a committed 
presbyterian, he signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648 as "Minister of Chebsey". His 
augmentation was paid up to Oct 1650. About this time he was removed "for praying for the Kings 
Children in Exile". Next Newton was appointed compliant minister of Weston-under-Lizard rectory 
probably soon after Jun 1652 (when a predecessor left office). In Jun 1660 he continued in office as 
de facto rector. In Jan 1661.2 he paid a clerical subsidy of 10/0. On 24 Aug 1662 he did not 
subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. Calamy records in 1713 that "he 
was Ejected by the Act of Uniformity, notwithstanding that he was Episcopal in his Judgment, and 
for a Liturgy, because he could not intirely conform." Newton may not have married. No further 
record has been discovered.

Richard Bourne M.A. (vicar of Walsall) 1612-1687 16 
Bourne, christened on 5 Sep 1612 at Norton-in-the-Moors, was a son of Thomas Bourne of Norton- 
in-the-Moors "gentleman" c1582-.... and Margaret. He studied at Oxford where on 21 Jun 1633 he 
was a student at Exeter College and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 5 May 1636 
(M.A., 5 Feb 1638.9). He was presumably ordained deacon and priest before 1641 when after 
probable presentation by the vicar of Wolstanton then Francis Capps c1589-1643 he was in office 
as parochial curate of Newchapel. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he probably continued here as compliant 
minister but may have resigned before 17 Jun 1646 when he was probably in office as compliant 
minister of Cannock. Here, apparently a committed presbyterian, he signed the Staffordshire 
testimony of Jul 1648. It is said that, whilst at Cannock, Bourne had preached a sermon and was 
leaving his pulpit when a deranged parliamentary trooper shot him in the thigh and "affirmed that 
Mr. Bourn had a Devil; because, said he, nothing but the Devil could have told him of those Sins, 
which I have been Guilty of ...". In early Jun 1660 he continued here as de jure parochial curate 
and, by An act for the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660), was confirmed in office. 
On 6 Sep 1660 he was installed prebendary of Lichfield Ufton Decani. He subscribed to The act of 
uniformity on 11 Aug 1662. At Cannock he probably resigned before 10 Oct 1662 when after 
presentation by Sir Thomas Wilbraham of Woodhey in Faddiley, Cheshire 3rd Baronet c1625-1692 
he was instituted vicar of Walsall. In Oct 1663 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 
he certified the hearth tax for Walsall Borough constablewick and was assessed on 3 hearths at 
Walsall Foreign constablewick. About Jun 1682 he resigned his prebend in favour of his son 
Thomas. Still in office at Walsall he died, aged 75, and was buried here on 18 Apr 1687. His will 
made on 3 Sep 1686 was proved under Lichfield on 5 Apr 1687. His personalty was valued at £161. 
Bourne married in 1641 to Jane Burton of Norton-in-the-Moors by whom he had 1 son and 1 
daughter. Bourne qua vicar of Walsall was patron of the parochial chapelry of Bloxwich (where he 
had probably presented John Bearblock QV about 1664).

(Cannock) On 17 Jun 1646 the committee for plundered ministers granted to an unnamed curate 
here, probably Bourne, an augmentation of £50 pa out of this impropriate rectory, which had been 
demised by the dean and chapter of Lichfield to Mr Coleman, papist and delinquent. On 14 Apr 
1654 the trustees ordered that he should be "established" here and receive an augmentation, 
amount not named, after he had received approbation from the commissioners. On 3 May 1654 
Bourne, "former curate" was established here by the commissioners and authorized to preach the 
gospel, etc. ata salary of £100. On 11 Oct 1655 the trustees made him a grant, sum not named, 
which they ordered to be continued on 16 Dec 1657. Circa 1658-9 he was in receipt of an 
augmentation of £80 [1915] 


BOURN , ----- ; Minister of Canock in Staffordshire. He was shot in the Thigh as he came out of 
Pulpit, by one Bullock a Parliament-Trooper; who affirmed that Mr. Bourn had a Devil; because, 
said he, nothing but the Devil could have told him of those Sins, which I have been Guilty of, and 
which, it seems, Mr Bourn had happened at that time to Preach against. It was with much Difficulty 
that the People prevented him from Murthering Mr Bourn at that time. This Bullock was afterwards 
Clapt up in Stafford-Jayl ,;where Mr Bourn several times went to him; and Endeavoured by all the 
means he could think of, to make him Sensible of his Fault, and bring him to a better Mind; but the 
Fellow continued Obstinate, and declared bimself fully Resolved to Murther him, if ever he should

Walter Hollier (Parochial Curate of Cannock) c1637-a1697 

Cooke was born (perhaps) about 1637 of unknown parentage. He studied at Oxford where on 29 
Oct 1657 he was a commoner at Christ Church and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 
15 Mar 1660.1. He was ordained deacon and in Dec 1662 ordained priest by Lichfield and also 
licensed as a preacher. Likely in 1663 after probable presentation by William Paul (dean of 
Lichfield) 1599-1665 pro dean & chapter of Lichfield he was appointed parochial curate of 
Cannock. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Great Wyrley constablewick (which lay in Cannock) 
but was not assessed within Cannock parish. Hollier probably died, aged about 60, shortly before 
19 Sep 1697 when he was replaced in office at Cannock. Hollier married first about 1667 Ann by 
whom he had two sons and two daughters. He married second on 23 Nov 1680 at Lichfield 
Cathedral to Mary Hand by whom he had done son. Henry Hollier B.A. c1670-.... was his older son 
and was a reader at Cannock for a few months in 1696. Richard Hollier B.A. (Vicar of Colwich) 
c1675-1724 was his younger son.
